No President has 
■ever resigned, but one vice presi­ 
dent has—John C. Calhoun of South 
Carolina.

REAL DEFENSE PROBLEM 
There is no division of opinion in the 
United States on the truest ion of national de­ 
fense. Only the alien minded a rso n s here, 
and fortunately they are comparatively few, 
are seeking to hamper efforts toward sound 
and efficient defense. 
That there should be honest difference of 
opinion is only natural. This is to be expected 
in any democrat ic government where there , 
is a free expression of opinion. The danger 
is not in honest disagreement hut in the pos- 
sibility we will adopt measures, with the hest 
of intentions which will fall short of meeting 
the real situation. 
For example, there are many people who 
seem to feel that the adoption of a conscrip­ 
tion act and the calling of several hundred 
thousand boys up for training, will effectual­ 
ly checkmate Hitler and Mussolini. Yet no 
idea of the sort comes anywhere near the 
truth. 
Wars are no longer waged by thousands 
of men in trenches as was the case back in 
1917. It was the mistaken belief that they 
were lighting the same old war that was a 
major factor in bringing about the defeat of 
the French. Senator Walsh of Massachusetts 
has called attention to the fact that the most 
essential element of national defense is not a 
large land army. The war, he added, has 
demonstrated that "a large number of sol­ 
diers is not necessary, but what is necessary 
is a limited number of highly-trained, highly- 
developed men who are making a profession 
of the waging of war.” Among the three 
necessities for national defense which he out­ 
lined were, first, a navy which will keep any 
latent in I enemy from leaching the United 
States; second, a multiplicity of airplanes to 
supplement the navy, and, third, a nation 
“dotted from one end to the other with anti­ 
aircraft guns and the men to man them.” 
There is little question that the proper kind 
of military training will he of benefit to our 
youth, physically and mentally, whether or 
not we ever get into a foreign war. But to 
proceed on the assumption that a national 
conscription act will solve our defense prob­ 
lems would lie the height of folly. In 1917, 
w hen we adopted conscription, we were seek­ 
ing to send a huge army to Europe, and did 
send it. 
The purpose of conscription for 
national defense would he to raise a huge 
arm y to rejiel infantry attack from abroad. 
But that is not what we nm ! to fear at this 
time. We must lie on the lookout for the war 
specialists, both in the military circles of 
Europe and Asia and in any fifth columns at 
home. 


Drafting several million Americans for 
war training is what the famous Mayor Bill 
Thompson of Chicago would call “busting 
Hitler on the snoot.”

W ith 
the backache due to injury I found that by assum­ 
ing a certain |>osition rn bed I could bo free of pain. 
I found that the |*ain was worse when I was at rest 
and was less painful when I was up and walking 
about. 
W hat many physicians, including myself, fail to 
remember, however, is that the backache due to in­ 
jury may come on slowly because the injury is not 
due to some sudden strain but to some slow steady 
strain on the back. Many cases are due to men and 
women allowing themselves to become overweight, 
particularly over the abdomen. 
The increased 
weight of the abdomen causes a pulling on the 
joints between the spinal column and the hip hones. 
This causes not only backache but 
ten severe pain 
down the upi>or leg 
sciatica. In these cases, reduc­ 
ing the weight and wearing of an “uplifting” ab­ 
dominal holt takes tho strain off these joints and 
gives great relief. 
However, those who ara underweight may also 
have this pain if they are physically weak and do 
not stand correctly. Here also an abdominal licit is 
of help. Also, as men and women grow older and 
weaker, there is an extra strain on the joints and 
muscles of the lower hack 
The thought then in all rases of backache is to 
try to find the cause. While truing to find the cause 
injury, infection, |*>or fxisture 
heat in any form 
is good treatm ent. Heat not only soothes the nerves 
hut relaxes the muscles, thus taking much of the 
“pull” or tension off the muscles and ligaments 
surrounding the affected part. 
In cases where there is slight dislocation of the 
hones of a joint or mints, an anaesthetic is given, 
and the bones placed in proper position.
